Background:
Every county must have an equipment rental and revolving fund (fund) for:

*  thepurchase, maintenance, and repair of county road department equipment;

»  thepurchase of equipment, materials, supplies, and services required in the
administration and operation of the fund; and

*  thepurchase or manufacture of materials and supplies needed by the County Road
Department.

The fund may be administered by the county engineer or another appointee of the county
legisative body, but only the county engineer may determine the rates for the rental
equipment owned by the fund.
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Summary of Bill:

Theratesfor rental of equipment owned by the County Equipment Rental and Revolving Fund
may be set by an appointee of the county |egidative body, who may be someone other than the
county engineer.

Effective Date: The bill takes effect 90 days after adjournment of session in which bill is
passed.
